Henrietta’ Egleston Memorial hos- 
pital, located 6n a 12-acre lot on For- 

st avenue, east of Glen Iris drive, 
iS a modern ‘institution, wherein the 
latest developments,. worked out by 
science, are applied to the care and 
protection of infants and children. It 
was tounded upon a bequest made by 
the Jate Thomas Egleston, a promi- 
nent Atlantan, who died in 1916, and 
left the bequest in his will that a 
certain sum be used to establish a 
hospital in memory of his mother, the 
late Mrs. Henrietta Egleston. It is 
the only general hospital in Georgia 
used exclusively for children. The 
formal opening of the hospital took 
place October 16, 1928, and the board 
of trustees include W. EF, Chapin, W. 
R. Prescott, Dr. W. W. Memminger, 
Sam Finley and Beverly DuBose, Dr. 
M. Hines Roberts is medical direc- 
tor, and Miss Jessie M. Candish is 
superintendent. 

Active Service,

| tive service began when the first pa- 


tient, Grace Huckett, 15 months old, 
received from the American Rescue 
Home, was admitted October 21. Aft- 
er expert care and treatment she was 
sent to the Georgia Children’s Home, 
where she is at present.
